A NEW parents' association 
has won a national award 
for the part it played in 
turning around the for- 
tunes of its primary school. 

Christ Church C of E Primary 
School in Brick Lane won the 
New PTA of the Year award for 
England in the PTA-UK Gold Star 
Awards 2014. 

Its Parents and Friends 
Association (PFA) was formed 
five years ago when the school 
was in special measures and 
at a time when engaging with 
parents, some of whom spoke 
little English, was proving 
difficult. 

During its first year, the PFA 
ran three fundraising events, 
designed and planted a garden 
at the school's entrance and 
started a parent and child 
gardening club. 

Parents have successfully 
approached multinational 
companies near the school to 
seek corporate sponsorship, and 
parents, teachers and children 
are now working together to de- 
sign a new playground - the 
PFA's first big fundraising goal. 

The award organisers said 
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the PFA had not only improved 
the school environment and 
enhanced its profile within the 
community, it had empowered 
parents as individuals, giving 
them a way to feed back and 
share ideas and concerns. 

Louise Vaughan, chair of the 
PFA, said: “We are thrilled to have 
won this award. It means so 
much to us and makes all of the 
hard work worthwhile. 

“We couldn't have done any 
of this without the incredible 
support from the parents, teach- 
ers and community and the way 


they have all worked together 
is something to be proud of.'' 

The committee has 11 mem- 
bers representing a cross-section 
of the parent body and many 
more parents support PFA 
events by offering their skills 
and services, such as henna 
painting, making food or clothes, 
or simply helping to clear up. 

PTA-UK represents the biggest 
network of PTA fundraisers in 
the UK and the annual Gold Star 
Awards are held to recognise 
and reward outstanding 
achievement.

Fitting epitaph for D-Day fallen 


BEFORE standing down as speaker, 
Lesley Pavitt invited the Deputy Lieu- 
tenant of Tower Hamlets to speak at last 
week's council meeting about his recent vis- 
it to the 70th D-Day commemoration cer- 
emony in Normandy. 


A former officer in the Royal Navy, Com- 
mander John Ludgate described how the 
Allied Forces landed on the beaches on June 
6, 1944 and fought to secure Normandy. 

He said: “It may be appropriate to recall 
the Kohima Epitaph for all those fallen, 


wounded and bereaved for the hope and 
freedom we enjoy today: 

“When you go home 
Tell them of us and say 
For your tomorrow 
We gave our today." 


‘Our history still being 
made’ says speaker

THE new speaker of the 
council is to spend his 
year in office raising mon- 
ey for the Tower Hamlets 
Foodbank. 

Cllr Abdul Chunu Mukit was 
elected at the annual council 
meeting last Wednesday when 
the chain of office was trans- 
ferred from the retiring speak- 
er Lesley Pavitt. 

His deputy is Bromley North 
councillor Khales Uddin Ahmed. 

Cllr Mukit, who represents 
Weavers ward, has lived in Tow- 
er Hamlets for 45 years, helping 
to set up many youth initiatives 
and community forums. 

He was awarded the MBE and 
in 2000 received the Queen's 
Award for youth and commu- 
nity development. 

Speaking at last week's meet- 
ing he said: “Ours is a borough 
where history is still being made 
and where different cultures live 
happily alongside one another, 
making it a better place." 

But he said there were still 
problems and many families 


faced a daily challenge to make 
ends meet. 

“That is why this year I 
will be working to raise funds 
for the Tower Hamlets Food- 
bank, a great organisation 
whose work ensures thousands 
of families in our borough 
don't go hungry by providing 
support and emergency food 
donations," he said. 

Cllr Mukit said he would be 
joined on civic engagements by 
his wife, Fathema Choudhury, 
or daughter, Fariha Mehjabin, 
who will be his official consorts. 

Ms Pavitt, who stepped down 
in May as a councillor for 
Bethnal Green South after 
four years, said it had been an 
honour to represent the borough 
as speaker. 

“It's been a marvellous year. 
It was the icing on the cake 
at the end of a life in politics," 
she said. 

She raised just over £25,000 
for her chosen charities - Mag- 
ic Me, which brings older and 
young people together, and 
Cardboard Citizens, a theatre 
project for homeless people.

Fined over 
cockroaches 

A TAKEAWAY owner has 
been fined over a major 
cockroach infestation. 

Mohammed Abdul Ahad, 
owner of HFC Chicken in Mile 
End Road, Mile End admitted five 
food hygiene offences at Thames 
Magistrates' Court on May 29. 

Ahad was fined £1,000 and or- 
dered to pay £2,000 costs and 
a victim surcharge of £20. 

The prosecution followed an 
inspection by council food safe- 
ty officers in February 2013. 

They found an uncontrolled 
infestation of cockroaches cre- 
ating a health risk to the public. 

Cockroaches were found on 
work surfaces, shelving, ceil- 
ing and floors. They were also 
found in seals of the fridges and 
behind the fridges and equip- 
ment in the kitchen. 

The premises were closed 
while the infestation was dealt 
with and to allow staff to be 
trained in good hygiene practices.

Devons crackdown 

DISPERSAL orders are being im- 
posed in the Devons Road area 
of Bow following an increase in 
criminal activity in the area. 

The latest incident occurred 
last Monday, June 9 at 8.30pm 
when a 23-year-old man was at- 
tacked by a group of teenagers 
in a walkway between Rounton 
Road and Knapp Road. 

He was taken to hospital for 
treatment to several stab injuries 
to his buttocks. 

The police believe a group of 
13- to 16-year-olds have been re- 
sponsible for criminal activity 
and anti-social behaviour in 
the area in recent weeks. 

The police and council have 
been responding to reports of 
anti-social behaviour with in- 
creased police and enforcement 
officer patrols, the presence of 
the mobile CCTV van and extra 
youth workers. 

The implementation of the 
dispersal zone this week will al- 
low the police to disperse groups 
of two or more people from the 
area, and take home anyone un- 
der 16 who is out between 9pm 
and 6am and not accompa- 
nied by a responsible adult. 

Anyone with information 
about the stabbing can call 101. 

Khat made illegal 

THE council is reminding resi- 
dents that the drug khat will be- 
come illegal from June 24. 

Khat will be a controlled class 
C drug under the Misuse of 
Drugs Act 1971, which means it 
will be illegal to produce, possess, 
supply and import or export it 
without a Home Office licence. 

Police will be able to issue 
warnings and penalty notices 
for disorder for £60 to adults. 


Pair given three years for plot to encourage terrorism

A WHITECHAPEL man has 
been jailed after he 
admitted disseminating 
terrorist material and 
encouraging terrorism. 

Shah Jalal Hussain, 31, of 
Cannon Street Road was 
sentenced to three years in 
prison along with Ibrahim 
Hassan, 28, of Walthamstow at 
the Old Bailey on June 6. 


The court heard the defen- 
dants carried out a range of of- 
fences, including giving, 
recording and distributing lec- 
tures which advocated violence; 
and propagating similar mate- 
rial through their website. 

On March 24, the two men 
pleaded guilty to disseminating 
teirorist publications and the en- 
couragement of terrorism.

A WOMAN was given a 
suspended prison sen- 
tence for claiming benefits 
for five years even though 
she was working. 

Marianne McDonough of 
Musbury Street, Ei, was convict- 
ed at Snaresbrook Crown Court 
on May 13, for failing to declare 
that she was working while 
making the claims. 

She was sentenced to 
20 weeks imprisonment, 
suspended for 18 months, 
and must complete 200 hours 
of unpaid work. She was also 
fined £80. 

Her case was referred to the 
council by the Department for 
Work and Pensions (DWP) after 
she claimed £22,867 in housing 
benefit from July 2008 to Feb- 
ruary 2013; £3,547 of council 
tax benefit from July 2008 to 
March 2013; and £8,167 of in- 
come support from July 2008 to 
April 2012.

STUDENTS paid tribute to 
soldiers who died in World 
War I when they visited 
the Western Front as part 
of a programme marking 
the centenary of the start 
of the conflict.

Hitler s revenge: 
the silent horror 
of Doodlebugs 


BY JOHN RENNIE 


THE summer of 1944 was cold, 
damp and grey... no sunshine to 
lift the spirits of Londoners weary 
from five years of war, bombing 
and rationing. 

But in early June there were signs that 
the gloom was at last lifting. 

On June 6, the Allies had gambled 
against the weather and pulled off the au- 
dacious Invasion of Normandy. With Allied 
boots on French soil, Londoners could dare 
to dream that Hitler might soon be defeated. 

On the home front, too, things were at 
least a little better. The Blitz - which 
wreaked such devastation on the East 
End between September 1940 and May 1941, 
and which had begun with 57 consecutive 
nights of bombing, and ended with a mil- 
lion London homes destroyed and 40,000 
civilians dead - was a distant memory. 

There had been mini-Blitzes in 1943 
and February 1944 but, as Londoners 
celebrated the success of D-Day, they 
wondered if an enfeebled Reich would now 
leave them be. 

Indeed, Winston Churchill's son-in- 
law, Duncan Sandys, chairman of the War 
Cabinet Committee and charged with 
defence against the Blitz, declared that “the 
war on London is nearly over". 

But Hitler had a peculiarly terrifying 
vengeance in mind, retaliation for the dev- 
astation of German cities by the RAF. In the 
early hours of June 13, 1944, East Enders 
awoke to a strange new sound coming from 
the sky. It was variously described as “like 
a motorcycle without a silencer" or “a bad- 
ly maintained steam train going uphill". 

Witnesses then describe what they 
thought was a burning enemy aircraft cross- 
ing the London sky, fire spurting from its 
tail. Then the sound suddenly stopped... and 
the true horror began. 

The first of a new type of weapon hit the 
railway bridge at Grove Road in Mile End 
at 4.25 that morning. The Liverpool Street 
line was badly damaged, as was the bridge. 
A number of houses were demolished 
and six people were killed. It was just a taste 
of what was to come. 

Sandys knew all about the German Vis, 
soon dubbed 'Doodlebugs' by Londoners. 
British intelligence knew that the Reich had 


been constructing sites in northern France 
to launch their Vergeltungswaffen or 
'vengeance weapons' at London. 

Thousands of Bomber Command crew 
had been sacrificed to put the bases out of 
commission, and those heroic efforts put 
back the launch of the first Vis by six 
months. The Government also optimisti- 
cally speculated that the Allied push into 
northern France would have over-run any 
surviving flying bomb sites. It wasn't to be. 

The efficacy of the Vi was a terrible mix 
of design and accident. The forerunners to 
the even deadlier V2S later that summer 
(the first true modern rockets) were 
designed to dive once they reached their 
carefully calculated target distance. 

Unforeseen by the German scientists, this 
caused the fuel to collect in the back of the 
bomb, cutting off supply to the motor. Hence 
the sudden cutting out of power and the 
eerie silence that warned of a coming 
impact. East Enders soon learned they 
had 15 seconds to dive for cover. 

But there was another, deadlier, side- 
effect. Rather than the bombs driving 
themselves into the ground, they glided to 
earth, exploding on surface impact. This 
created a massive surface blast, then a dead- 
ly vacuum. As air was sucked in to fill the 
void, the outward blast was exaggerated. 

The blast area of a V2 would extend to 
a radius of 400 to 600 yards. Close-packed 
terraced houses would collapse like hous- 
es of cards, and flying shards of glass 
would cause terrible injuries. The open space 
of Mile End Park, so welcome to 21st cen- 
tury East Enders, wouldn't exist were it not 
for the bombing that razed Wennington 
Road, Gardeners Road, Ashwell Road, Tot- 
ty Street, Lessada Street and the rest. 

For 48 hours everything went quiet. 
Londoners had joked about “Hitler's secret

weapon" but the reality was horrific. By the 
weekend of June 17 and 18, 60 Vis were 
hitting London each day. 

South-East London took much of the force 
of the attacks, Hungerford rail bridge was 
partly destroyed, a Vi in Rutherford Street, 
Westminster, killed ten people and flattened 
two blocks of flats. And at 11am on Sunday 
the 18th, the Guards Chapel in Bird Cage 
Walk was hit as soldiers, family and friends 
gathered for morning service - 121 people 
were killed, 141 seriously injured. 

Another Vi hit the Aldwych - by accident 
or design the Germans had hit the Air 
Ministry, where workers were sucked out 
of office windows by the vacuum blast. 
Forty-eight people were reported dead. 

Now began a deadly game of intelligence 
between the two sides. The problem with 
the Flying Bombs, of course, was that they 
were near-impossible to aim accurately, and 
the Germans had no practical experience 
of range -finding. The attack on Grove 
Road was probably a sighting exercise and 
everything went quiet for a few days. 

Meanwhile, the British engaged in 
feeding back false information. Numbers 
of casualties were probably played down 
(especially if they were Air Ministry staff). 
As the Vi campaign gave way to the even 
more terrifying V2S (the first genuine 
rockets and much faster, more accurate and 
more deadly than the Doodlebugs) the 
Government sowed disinformation, that 
Churchill et al had decamped to Dulwich

in South-East London. It worked... and 
poor Dulwich and Peckham now became 
the focus for rocket attacks. 

Still, much of the damage seemed 
random. While it may have made 
strategic sense to hit Victoria Station, the 
Clockhouse area of Beckenham is less 
understandable - the Germans were still 
missing as often as hitting. 

By the end of the 'Doodlebug Summer', 
6,184 people had been killed by Vis, 17,981 
had been injured. The V2S, though much 
more deadly, weren't as numerous, but they 
occasioned a particular terror in London- 
ers. The Blitz had been bad enough, but had 
engendered a stoicism - and at least there 
were air raid sirens and the sound of 
planes approaching. The V2S were silent, 
so death could strike at any time, and 
without warning. 

The rocket attacks ceased in March 1945 
as Allied troops over-ran the launch sites 
on the European mainland. But, just as the 
East End was witness to the beginning of 
the terror, it saw the end in awful fashion. 

On March 27, the last batch hit London, 
with one rocket striking Hughes Mansions 
in Stepney, killing 134 people and injuring 
49. Just six weeks before VE Day, victory 
for East Enders still seemed a long way away.

THE streets of Aldgate are under- 
going a transformation; new apart- 
ment and office blocks are springing 
up in the footprint of a former rail- 
way goods depot, beside Victorian 
warehouses and tucked-away 
churches. As you step out along 
this walk, you’ll discover insights into 
the past, present and future of the 
neighbourhood. 


Emerging from Aldgate East station - at 
the Leman Street exit - you're immediate- 
ly surrounded by new developments: One 
Commercial Street is complete, Aldgate 
Tower is in progress, and Altitude is currently 
a building site busy with dumper trucks. 
Here on the City fringes the skyline will 
soon be towering 20 storeys high in 
all directions. 

A few steps along Leman Street, an im- 
pressive Victorian landmark comes into view 
-the Eastern Dispensary (1) was estab- 
lished to provide the East End poor 
with free healthcare. The Italianate 
building - now a wine bar - was de- S 
signed by GH Simmons, 'supported by < 
voluntary contributions' and erected 
in 1858. 

Now nip into Alie Street to St 
George's Lutheran Chapel (2). 

This area was known as 'Lit- 
tle Germany' - populated by 
many sugar bakers, includ- 
ing Dederich Beckman who 
founded the chapel in 1762. 

Inside, the chapel's 
arranged with box pews 
and a gallery, George 
Ill's gilded crest and 
commandments 
boards in Ger- 
man. These 
days it 
hosts talks 
and recitals, 
and is home 
to the Historic 
Chapels Tmst. 

The red-brick

steps, cross Leman Street and turn left into 
St Mark's Street. As the surrounding Tenter 
Street names suggest, this area once served 
as the tenter grounds, used for drying fab- 
rics pulled taut by hooks - hence the ex- 
pression 'being on tenterhooks'. 

Work your way around the square - past 
a couple of old Moses Bros clothing ware- 
houses, skirting around English Martyrs 
Catholic School - and emerge onto Prescot 
Street. Here, despite the traffic, you can still 
enjoy a long parade of remarkable archi- 
tecture (3). 

English Martyrs Catholic Church - 
built to serve Irish dockworkers - was de- 
signed by Edward Pugin. Like his more fa- 
mous architect father, Pugin followed the 
neo-Gothic style, with elaborate porches, 
a giant tracery window and an octagonal 
tower. Arthur Fleischmann's doorway 
mosaics were added later. 

Cafe Spice Namaste - home to TV chef 
Cyrus Todiwala - occupies the former 
Whitechapel County and Police Court. 

It looks rather like a Venetian palaz- 
zo, with polychrome brickwork, arched 
windows and fine cornicing. Wedged 
alongside, the 1880s Princess of Prus- 
sia is picked out in Truman's 
trademark green tiling. 

Finally, the 


Leman Street was the CWS’s heartland 


Co-operative offices are a notable example 
of Amsterdam School architecture, with 
rugged brickwork and a green pantiled 
roof. Above the entrance, a carved stone re- 
lief of two figures topped with a beehive de- 
picts 'Co-operation'. 

You're now in the historic heartland of the 
Co-operative Wholesale Society (4). Attract- 
ed here in the 1880s by good railway 
links - of which more later - the CWS 
set about building substantial offices, work- 
shops and warehouse premises at No 99, 
with a tea warehouse behind; the Co-op's '99' 
tea brand was reputedly named after this 
building, though in fact it was more likely 
to be their 99th blend. The clock tower stands 
out, but peer up too at the 'Labour and Wait' 
corn sheaf. 

The CWS empire stretched up Leman 
Street but today you head into Hooper

developed as a goods depot for the London, 
Tilbury and Southend Railway in 1885.

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Fields (6); the original fields stood west of 
here. Seven apartment towers and inter- 
connecting blocks will soon rise from this 
site, designed by Lifschutz Davidson Sandi- 
lands. In the meantime, you can enjoy the 
Four Seasons' Garden (7) landscaped by Mur- 
doch Wickham; enter through the swirling 


arched gateways to find waterfalls and lily 
ponds, framed by granite seating - a de- 
lightful enclave. 

From Gower's Walk, head around to Back 
Church Lane, at one time a pathway to 
Whitechapel church. From the 1890s Back 
Church Lane was dominated by Brown &

Eagle's wool warehouses (8), served by the 
railway behind. Charles Kinloch & Co op- 
erated further along as wine and spirit mer- 
chants. 

Harry Gosling Primary School - named af- 
ter a dockworkers' union leader - occupies 
much of Fairclough Street. The circular 
transport-themed mosaic was added on the 
school's centenary in 2010. Opposite, look out 
for the former drug-grinding works of Pot- 
ter & Clarke - known for 'wind and water' 
pills, savin and other medical preparations 

- and Victoria Mills decorated on high with 
an abstract musical artwork. 

Turn left, past the Bernhard Baron Jew- 
ish Settlement (9) - established by philan- 
thropist Basil Henriques in 1929 to offer 
cradle-to-grave welfare facilities for local Jew- 
ish families. A war memorial on the front 
commemorates those who perished in the 
Great War. Further along, a spray painted sign 
marks this as the murder location for one 
of Jack the Ripper's victims, Elizabeth Stride. 

Out on Commercial Road, head in front 
of Skyline Plaza - book-ended by abstract 
sculpture walls - and cross over to the Cass 
School of Design (10). Now part of London 
Metropolitan University, it offers courses 
across graphic design, interiors and crafts. 

A few steps on, Morrison Buildings - with 
iron balconies and tightly winding staircases 

- was built by the Improved Industrial 
Dwellings Company in 1874. 

Next door, the former St George's Brew- 
ery (11) stands at an angle to the main road. 
Built in 1847, it later became a Johnnie Walk- 
er bonded warehouse. It's currently under- 
going redevelopment into Fabbrica's 
commercial space. 

Over the road, the Proof House (12) was 
used by the Gunmakers' livery company to 
'prove' the fitness of small firearms. It was 
a noisy and potentially dangerous business, 
so they set up in Aldgate, outside the City 
confines. The 1826 building was formed 
around a courtyard with double thickness 
walls, flanked by the Proof Master's House 
and the Gunmakers' Hall. 

White Church Lane, as its name suggests, 
once led to the St Mary's Matfelon, the 
original 'White Chapel'; Altab Ali Park now 
occupies the church site. Look out for the 
former Clergy House - now a Japanese 
restaurant - the drinking fountain rnyste- 
riously 'Erected by one who is yet 
unknown', and the White Church Passage 
street art, before finishing around the 
corner at Aldgate East station.

AN INDEPENDENT East 
End film organisation is 
bidding for donations to 
help raise funds for its 
ambitious new indepen- 
dent cinema project in 
Spitalfields. 

Close-Up Film Centre, which 
is based in Brick Lane, is plan- 
ning a new cinema hub near- 
by in Sclater Street, set to open 
in September. 

In addition to rare film screen- 
ings, Close-Up Cinema will host 
a study space - including library 


staff; regular talks and seminars 
with directors and film makers; 
and other celluloid-related 
events. 

The company -which was es- 
tablished in 2005 and re-invests 
its profits into its film resources 
- has held regular screenings at 
the Bethnal Green Working Men's 
Club and Cafe 1001 since 2007 and 
now wants a permanent site to 
host its film screenings. 

Organisers say a mix of clas- 
sic, contemporary, documen- 
tary, experimental and artists' 
films will be shown at the 
new venue. 


Close-Up Film Centre manag- 
er Jenny Sadler said: “People 
seem keen to have a cinema that 
takes film culture seriously, of- 
fering forgotten classics as well 
as lesser-known films not wide- 
ly distributed.'' 

The organisation has just 
launched a Kickstarter fundrais- 
ing effort to help see them 
through the final stage of the 
building project. 

The campaign, which is an all- 
or-nothing fundraiser, ends on 
July 2. With 22 days to go (at the 
time East End Life went to 
print), 81 backers had pledged 


£4,947 against an overall 
fundraising target of £45,000. 

Sadler added that she was 
hopeful of making the target: 
“It's going well so far. The aver- 
age donation is higher than 
expected thanks to some incred- 
ibly generous supporters. 

“We're pleased to be offering 
rewards of real value rather 
than just token gestures, so are 
hopeful about reaching the 
target.''

WALKING along Brick Lane after a 
late night feed and something was- 
n’t right. 

Cutting an arrow-straight path along the 
cobbled stones of the East End lane is not 
the Tea Totaller's usual method of 
movement after a hazy night on the lagers 
and curry. 

But this was to prove an unusual night 
in more ways than one. 

We'd just had a Vietnamese. That's right, 
Vietnamese food and in a restaurant off 
Brick Lane. 

Billed on its menu as “one of the health- 
iest cuisines worldwide'', Hoi-An certain- 
ly lived up to its claim. 

Armed with two of the pickiest of my veg- 
etarian pals (a tough crowd if there ever was 
one), we were seated by efficient staff who 
were very attentive, yet never pestered, 
throughout. 

The red and black decor in the Hanbury 
Street spot was smart and tidy. But if we'd 
wanted a more authentic London Viet- 
namese experience we'd be at one of the 
eateries on the Kingsland Road. 

Our party soon ordered up three Saigon 
Beers and ordered our food. 

My prawn summer rolls were light and 
fresh-tasting. These parceled treats were 
followed up by a big bowl of the national 


dish - a beefy and garlicy pho tai and chin 
noodle soup - which made for a healthy 
alternative to flashbacks of past debauched 
nights enjoyed in the area. 

The vegetarian platter went down very 
well with the guests too, and included a sur- 
prising lemongrass hit among the summer 
rolls with chilli and salted tofu. 

The veggies were slightly less keen on 
their mains though, fussing about the 


grease on their buda aubergine, which was 
steamed and stuffed with fried tofu and 
vegetables. 

Apparently, less is more when it comes 
to non-meat cuisine. 

Ignoring them, as I sprang down Brick 
Lane afterwards, I thought I'd happily have 
some more of Hoi-An.

Fit for a fritter 


I made courgette fritters 
in the Southern Grove 
Community Centre the 
other day. 

The smell of the fritters cook- 
ing brought a stream of people 
into the kitchen and, of course, 
everyone just had to have a lit- 


tle taste'. I had to hide them af- 
ter a while in case there would- 
n't be any left for lunch. 

I have been serving them 
with new potatoes, boiled with 
mint from the garden, and a pile 
of fresh salad and toasted sun- 
flower seeds. 


Couxgette fritters - serves 3 

Ingredients i egg 

Gram flour 

1 courgette Sunflower oil for frying 

1 matchbox-sized piece of 1 garlic clove 
Parmesan cheese Salt and pepper 

Half a tsp baking powder Fresh coriander 


Method 

1. Grate the courgette and 
cheese. Mix, add salt and pep- 
per and coriander. 

2. Add the baking powder, the 
whisked egg and enough gram 
flour to bind the mixture so it 
reaches a consistency that drops 
slowly from a dessertspoon. 

3. Allow the mixture to stand for 
five minutes then stir. 

4. Heat the sunflower oil in a 
shallow frying pan. I like 
to slice a clove of garlic and fry 
it in the oil, just to flavour it 
a little. When it is brown, 
remove it. 

5. Tilt the pan so the oil puddles 
to one edge. Test it is hot enough 
by adding a shred of courgette. 
If the shred sizzles, the oil has 


reached the right temperature. 

6. Take a dessertspoon of the 
mixture and drop it into the 
puddle of oil. 

7. Leave for a few seconds then 
move to the dry part of the pan. 
Turn after a few seconds. 

8. When the fritter is golden 
brown on both sides, remove 
and put on kitchen roll on a wire 
rack to drain and crispen. 

9. After the first few fritters you 
will have developed a rhythm 
for dropping, cooking, turning 
and drying. 

10. I like to keep the fritters 
warm in the oven so that they 
are nice and toasty when served. 
It also stops people from nick- 
ing them before the meal is 
ready!

A HOUSING officer has reached 
the finals of a national 
competition after devising a 
scheme which enables families 
struggling to pay their mort- 
gages to transfer ownership into 
the social housing sector.

A NEW rental accreditation 
scheme for private 
landlords introduced by 
the mayor of London has 
been welcomed by hom- 
lessness charity Shelter. 

The London Rental Standard 
was launched last month by 
Boris Johnson to help give the 
millions of tenants in London 
greater protection and ensure 
landlords comply with the law.

Campbell Robb, chief execu- 
tive of Shelter, said: “Every day, 
more Londoners are finding 
themselves trapped in expen- 
sive, rundown and insecure 
rented properties, never sure of 


when their next rent rise will hit 
or when they might be evicted. 

“It's good to see that the may- 
or has listened to the thou- 
sands of people who joined 
Shelter in saying that renting in 
London just isn't working. This 
scheme will be one step in the 
right direction to ensuring that 
all renters in the capital can find 
the decent home they need.''

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents 1 Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

Awesome foursome storm 
to ABA Junior title success
